Frank Fremont, has 
undertaken to have the general’s will probated in 
California, and he and some others ate pressing 
Mrs. Fremont’s interests upon the attention of the 
U.S. Senate. Lieut. Charles Fremont, of the Navy, 
another son of Gen. Fremont, is attached to the 
staff of Admiral Gherardi on the flagship Philadel- 
phia. He was here last Saturday, aud if his mother 
had been in such pressing need asis intimated in 
the San Francisco Dispatch, he would have made 
mention of the fact. Both he and his brother, a 
lieutenant in the Kegular Army, are able to keep 
their motber from the necessity of public appeals 
for charity, and they would not have permitted 
such an appeal to have been made.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

CoLONEL THomAs G. BAYLor, Ordnance Depart- 
ment, U. S. A.,an accomplished officer, died at 
Frankford Arsenal, Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 15. Col. 
Baylor had been in poor health for some years past 
and went to Europe to seek relief. He returned 
not long ago, somewhat improved it was thought, 
but not permanently. The deceased officer was a Vir- 
ginian by birth, and entered the Military Academy 
in 1853, was graduated in 1857, and appointed to the 
Ordnance Department. When the war broke out 
he was assigned to the command of Fort Monroe 
Arsenal; remained there until October, 1863, then 
took the field as chief ordnance officer Army of the 
Cumberland, ete. For his gallantry at the capture 
ot Atlanta and Savannah he received the brevets 
of major and lieutenant colonel and for bis meri- 
torious services in the campaigns of Atlanta, Savan- 
nab, and the Carolinas. In 1867 he attained the 
grade of major, lieutenant colonel in 1879, and col- 
ouel Dec. 4, 1882. Col. Baylor was an experienced 
officer in his department, and since the close of the 
war bas held many responsible positions in connev- 
tion with experiments, etc., by his corps. He leaves 
a widow and two children, a son and a daughter, 
the latter being the wife of Capt. H. O. Perley, as- 
sistant surgeon, U. S.A. The remains were taken 
to Washington for interment in the Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery, which took place with due cere- 
mony on Friday afternoon. 


A CABLEGRAM received from the commander of 
tbe Swatara, at Yokohama, Japan, announces the 
death of Assistant Engineer John H. Baker, on 
board the Swatara at Che Foo, Corea. Death was 
caused by cholera morbus. Assistant Engineer 
Baker was a son of Captain John G. Baker, com- 
mander of the Revenue Marine steamer Crawford, 
at Baltimore. The deceased was 33 years old and an 
officer of great promise. He graduated from the 
Naval Academy in 1879.

Mrs. JANET HALLECK DRAKE DE Kay, who died 
Sept. 12 at New Brighton, 8. L, in the 74th year of 
her age, was the widow of Commodore George 
Coleman de Kay, of the Argentine Republic, and 
the only child of Juseph Rodman Drake, the noet. 
She was the mother of Joseph Rodman Drake de 
Kay, a gallant soldier of the Civil War; of George 
Coleman de Kay, who left bis studies in Saxony to 
serve the Union and fell mortally wounded in the 
engagement at Grand Gulf; of Sidney de Kay, who 
ran away from school in the second year of the war 
to join the 7lst New York Volunteers and even- 
tually to serve on the staffs of Gens. Butler, Devens, 
and Terry, and to receive the brevet of major, and 
of Charles de Kay, the author. Sidney de Kay, with 
whom his mother lived, died Aug. 30 last, and the 
grief at the loss of her son hastened her own demise. 


Joseru L. Copurn, who died, Sept. 9, at his home 
ip Chicago, entered the Military Academy in 1829, 
was graduated in 1834, appointed to the 31 infantry 
and attained the rank of captain Nov. 3, 1845. He 
resigned May, 1846, while in Texas, and was madv 
an agent of the Subsistence Department and after- 
wards of the Q. M. Department.

When soldiers marched torward the crowd fol- 
lowed at their heels. Every time the companies separated, 
men, women, children, and baby carriages filled in the 
par between them. The order “right about face ” caused 
the thousands to hesitate for a moment and then press up 
towards the lines, Lieut. Bonesteel almost fell over a fat 
woman when his company wheeled. Lieuts. Parke and Mc- 
Andrews did the double-quick step with a bodyguard of 
small boys following them. Lieut. Palmer was almost run 
over by the most persistent and verturesome baby carriage 
of all. Capt. Bbstein was held by main force while a vete- 
ran buttonholed him to ask whether the Regulars used 
breech-loaders. Col, Stone drew up his gentle steed, which 
had been stepping over women who sat on the camp stools, 
and asked the provost marshal to keep the crowd in order, 
and Lieut. Sparrow volunteered his assistance. Then the 
skirmish drill was ordered. Two yards apart the soldiers 
separated and charged, but that was the last of them. They 
were lost among the women, children, and baby carriages, 
and when it was time to fire half the soldiers had to disobey 
orders to keep from injuring any of the 10,000 people who 
were so sociable with them.”

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Tue U. 8. tug Fortune left Newport, R. 1., for Bos- 
ton Sept. 18. 

U.S. Navy Regulation Circular No. 77, Aug. 28) 
gives instructions for the care and preservation of 
iron and steel ships.

Tue Fish Commission steamer Albatross at last 
accounts (Sept. 10) was at Port Townsend, Washing- 
ton, where she arrived a few days previous from the 
foggy wilds and solitudes of Western Alaska. She 
was to start off again for a two weeks’ cruise in the 
vicinity of Vancouver Island. ‘She will then go to 
San Francisco, where most of her officers will be de- 
=e on account of expiration of vour of sea ser- 
vice. 

EXPERIMENTS have been made at Havre with a 
luminous buoy, invented by M. Dibos. The buoy 
emits the light—which is produced by phosphide of 
calcium—on reaching the water; and, as it is very 
powerful, the sea is illuminated for a considerable 
distance around. Spectators in the lighthouse at 
Havre saw the glare distinctly at a point two and a 
half miles away, and it can be seen for over five 
miles. 

Tue Secretary ofthe Navy Sept. 17 issued an order 
directing that hereafter the Regular Navy rations 
shall be issued tothe Marine Corps in conformity 
with Sectivn 1,615 of the Revised Statutes, which 
provides that the non-commessioned officers, pri- 
vates, and musicians of the Marine Corps shall each 
be entitled to receive one Navy ration daily. It is 
thought that the corps will be greatly benefited by 
the change, as it will enable the men to live much 
better, and, taken in connection with the recent im- 
provements in bedding adopted for the corps, will 
make the life of a marine much more pleasant. 


M. Wev1L, in Le Yacht, compares the recent Eng- 
lish naval manoeuvres with those of France. “To 
assemble a fleet composed on the one hand of ships 
that have been some time in commission, with 
which their officers and crews are well acquainted, 
and in which they feel every confidence, and on the 
other of ships fitted out in a hurry with scratch 
crews and officers who know nothing about them, 
and to send this heterogeneous mob of vessels to sea 
to study tactics and expect it to work harmoni- 
ously and smoothly, this seems to M. Weyl pure 
folly. In England there was no clap-trap of sur- 
pee orders by telegraph. Everything was prepared

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Tbe first 10-inch B. L. steel rifle built by the Army 
was tried at Sandy Hook Sept. 16 and 17, giving en- 
tirely satisfactory results. Six rounds in all were 
fired. With a full charge of 255 lbs. brown pris- 
matie powder and shot weighing 571 Ibs.,an initial 
velocity of 1,953 ft. per second was given, the pres- 
sure being 37,275 lbs., or only slightly above that of 
the 8-inch gun with a much smaller charge. The 
muzzle energy was 15,098 lbs. This is the first gun 
of this calibre built by the Army Ordnance Bu- 
reau. The work of furnishing and assembling was 

rformed at the Watervliet Arsenal. The tube 
Jackets are made of Whitworth steel and boop and 

reech mechanism of American steel. The piece 
weighs 29 tons and is 32 calibres length of bore. It 
was finished and delivered at Sandy Hook two 
months or more ago, but was not tried until this 
week because of the difficulty encountered in get- 
ting the proper grade of powder. Capt. Smith, 
who is now acting Chief of Ordnance, witnessed the 
trial.

DISBANDING CAVALRY AND INFANTRY, 

Our article of last week on the disbanding of 
companies of cavalry and infantry has called forth 
many acknowledgments from the officers of theg 
two arms. Wesee nothing thus far to alter ou 
conclusion that the disbandment orders are a dan. 
gerous stretch of authority. What we said con. 
cérning them last week is to be read in connection 
with what was previously said on this subject. Ip 
speaking of the first order affecting infantry com. 
panies in the JoURNAL of July 26, we wrote under 
the impression that the consolidation order was in. 
fluenced by the prospect of Congressional legisla. 
tion. The following week we said : “If the change 
serves as an argument with Congress for a suitable 
organization of the infantry it is well that it should 
be made, but we fear that the result will be just the 
other way, and that, with the argument as to the 
weakness of company strength in a measure an- 
swered, the Legislature may conclude to leave mat- 
ters as they are.” As the session of Congress draws 
toward a close this impression grows more posi- 
tive, and while we still fully appreciate the argu- 
ment for necessity, which we presented in our arti- 
cle of August 16, the case assumes a new aspect 
when we search in vain for the legal authority for 
the action of the War Department. We assumed in 
the beginning that such authority must exist some- 
where, but we have not yet been able to find tt. 
The situation is no doubt a difficult one: as we 
have said, **the coverlid is too small and somebody’s 
toes must freeze.” At the same time there is no 
safe course but to keep well within the law and not 
sacrifice legality even to efficiency. We have been 
an earnest advocate for the interests of the artil- 
lery, and nothing can be said in favor of increasing 
its strength that will not receive our cordial en- 
dorsement. 

But the other arms of the Service should not be 


| deprived of any just or legal right, even to accomp- 


lish the most desirable purpose of strengthening the 
arm of the Service that must first try issues with 
an invading force. We are so shamefully weak in 
every department—naval defence, coast defence, 
in cavalry and infantry organization—that there is 
a strong temptation on all sides to urge special inter- 
ests without giving due heed to others not less im- 
portant. Congress has beg»n to treat the Navy 
with some show of liberality, and they have made a 
beginning in the direction of coast defence. Per- 
haps with patience they may be carried a step fur- 
ther and persuaded to provide a preper force for 
the artillery. Let them have the innings first, if 
such is the judgment of our war authorities, but do 
not let us sow the seeds of bitterness and strife in 
our Army. No man should be made to feel that his 
rigbts have veen trifled with, or that he has been 
made the subject of an exercise of authority such as 
our system of Government gives no warrant for. 
Republicanism has its advantages, but military effi- 
ciency is not to be included among them, and we 
shall be forced to make the best of the situation as 
it 1s. 

We have been unable to find anyone who under- 
takes to say that General Orders Nos. 76 and 79 
are In accordance with either the letter or the 
spirit of the law, and the greater the familiarity 
with military law the greater the unwillingness to 
undertake their defence. Had the orders contem- 
plated the retention ot only one or two privates to 
each of the disbanded companies, in addition to the 
officers and non-commissioned officers attached 
thereto ‘‘ on paper,” it might then be said that the 
letter of the law had not been violated, for the 
statutes do not say how few men may be attached 
to a company, but that a company shall pot exceed 
a certain number. But even this would be regarded 
as a manifest evasion of the law. 

From the various letters we have received we 
select the following as showing the feeling of in- 
fantry and cavalry officers on this subject: ‘* The 
officers of the cavalry and infantry have much to 
thank you for, for the plain truths in your editorial 
entitled ‘ Artillery vs. Army.’ We are not jealous 
of the artillery, nor do we ignore the fact that its 
efficiency should be increased. But in order to give 
the artillery a temporary lift, the infantry and cav- 
alry have been cut down in direct violation of law. 
Not only that, but the element of favoritism has 





been introduced, and the independent position of 
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company officers is weakened. If an officer falls sick 
or goes on leave he is liable to be assigned toa ‘skele- 
ton company,’ if bis regimental commander feels so 
inclined; and favoritism breeds backbiting. It is 
all very well to encourage the militia with hypo- 
critical lies, such as the ‘militia did as well as regu- 
lars,’ ete. But we know, and the authorities ought 
to know, that if ever they have to use their new forts 
and new guns they will have instant need of a force 
of regular infantry and cavalry tep times as large 
as that now existing. and fully as efficient.” 








TRIAL OF ARMOR PLATES. 


THE tests of armor plates at the naval proving 
grounds Annapolis, Sept. 18, resulted in a most 
signal victory for the Schneider steel plates. Not 
only that, but it was an equally significant triumph 
for American guns. The 6 inch naval guns used 
against these targets showed an initial velocity of 
2,075 feet per second, against 1,976 for the 6-inch 
gun used in the English trials. It was the most 
severe test that armor plates have yet had. It is 
several years since there has been any competitive 
trial between the Creuzot steel plates and the 
Sheffield compound armor, and the results prove 
that, meantime, the solid steel armor has made a 
great advance upon its rival. We shall have a 
fuller account of the trial another week. Mean- 
time we heartily congratulate our naval ordnance 
officers upon what they have accomplished with the 
naval gun, apd Lieutenant-Commander F. M. 
Barber, U. S. N., and Mr. W. H. Jaques upon the, 
fulfilment of their expectations concerning armor. 
It was the intention to test the plates with the 
8-inch gun, but after the trial with the 6-inch gun 
there was not enough left of the English plate to 
submit it to further trial. The triumph of Ameri- 
can guns and American armor ‘adopted from the 
French) has been complete. The details of the 
trials are as follows : 


Schneider All-steel Plate. 

Shot 1. Struck on the lower rigbt-band corner and entered 
the plate about one-half its lengtb, ne cracks showinw on 
the piate beyond surface fissures and the injury to the plate 
was confined to the poiat of penetration. 

Shot 4. Struck lower left-band corner. The projectile 
penetrated the plate uotil the point weut through, bulging 
out the back. It rebounded and was found on the ground 
under the muzzie of the gun. Shortened five one-buadredths 
of an inch, but not otherwise injure 4. 

Shot 7. Struck four feet above the first shot, the result be- 
ipg similar to that of Snot 4. There was a penetration of 12 
a aslight surface curling up around the edge of the 
orifice, 

Shot 10. Struck the upper left-band corner four feet above 
the jower left-hand shot, completing the penetration. Pro- 
jectile penetrated about the same distance as the others and 
was broken up, 

Schneider Nickel Steel Plate. 

Shot 3. Strack the lower right band corner, penetrating 
somewhat less than in the case of the steel plate. The dam- 
age was confined to the point of entrauce. The projectile 
was broken up, and a part ol it flew back 25 teet from the 
front of the target. 

Shot 6. Struck in the lower left band corner. The projec- 
tile penetrated the plate of 4% inches beyond. driving one 
ot 4 bolts almost out of the wood. The plate showed no 
cracks. 

Shot 9. Struck the upper right band corner and peve trated 
a littie over haif its length. 

Shot 12. Struck the upper left hand corner. The projec- 
tile broke up, but the point went through the plate shuw- 
ing no cracks. 

Cammell Compound Plate. 

Shot 2. Struck the lower right-hand corner, went clean 
through the plate and eleven inches into the oak backing, 
starting some of the bolts. A small piece of the steel plate 
was broken from the face and seven serous cracks resulted 
from the sbot. 

Shot 5. Struck the lower left-hand corner. The shot broke 
up, but penetrated the plate and into tue backing, sending 
out cracks across the plate to the point of previous penetra- 
tion, making open fissures of the cracks previously show- 
ing as dark lines, and starting the steel face away from the 
soiter metal bebind it. 

Shot 7. Strack tbe upper rigbt-band corner, went through 
the plate and into tbe backing, setting it on fire with the 
heat. The upper right-hand cormer of tbe plate showed a 
mass of deep cracks, seeming to eatend clean througb. 

Shot 1l. Struck the upper left-band corner, dismantiing 
the top of the plate, stripping the steel face from the upper 
holes, breaking up and going clear through the target, the 
largest piece of the projectile being deeply embedded in the 
hill-side, 100 feet beyona. 


The charge used was 44} pounds of American 
brown cocoa powder, and the projectiles were 
Holtzer forged-stee] armor-piercing projectiles 17 
inches long. The striking energy is estimated at 
8,300 foot-tons at the muzzle. The energy exerted | 
by the projectile upon a Cammell compound plate 
in 1888 in the Portsmouth trials of competitive 
English plates was calculated to be 2,800 foot-tons. 
The Schneider plates were 10.5 inches thick and 
the Cammell plates 10.6 inches.

THE successorship to Colonel McUawley, com- 
mandant of Marines, isa matter of considerable 
speculation, now that that officer has been relieved 
from active duty, on account of sickness, for the 
few weeks before retirement. The fact that Colonel 
©. D. Hebb has been detailed to act as command- 
aat until Colonel McOawley retires suggests the 








possibility of his permanent appointment, but it is 
the opinion of a great many that his early retire- 
ment will operate against him in favor of some 
younger man. The friends of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Charles Heywood, the officer next in rank to Colo- 
nel Hebb, are confident that he will be selected and 
others are equally sanguine of Colonel Remey’s 
chances. The popular opinion is that the choice 
rests between the two officers last named. 








THE difficulty between General Brooke and Oolo- 
nel Kautz has ended—as we hoped from the first it 
would—in each withdrawing the charges made 
against the other. This happy termination of an 
unpleasant affair made doubly so by the exagger- 
ated statements of the daily papers, was brought 
about through the efforts of Major-General Scho- 
field, to whom the settlement of the matter had 
been left by the Secretary of War. Whatever the 
original merits of the case no one can be persuaded 
to believe that either party to this dispute is any- 
thing but what his record shows him to be—an able 
officer, a high-minded and honorable gentleman. 
Happily, no occasion arises for judging as to the 
question of technical right in this matter.

THE manner in whick the U. 8.8. Baltimore, bear- 
ing the body of John Ericsson, bas been received 
at Stockholm shows how appreciative his country- 
men are of the honour done to him and to them. 
The vessel reached the capital of Sweden on Friday 
evening, Sept. 12, after a voyage extended to nine- 
teen days by the prevalence of fog during a portion 
of thetrip. The ceremonies attending the transfer 
of the remains were postponed until the Sunday fol- 
lowing, Sept. 14. Then they were taken in charge by 
a committee appointed for this purpose, consisting 
of three officers of the Navy and four nephews of 
Captain Ericsson. His brother, Colonel and Baron 
Nils Ericsson, left three sons, Baron John Ericsson, 
Governor of a province of Sweden; Colonel Carl 
Ericsson, an officer of the Swedish Army who 
served gallantly under Maximillian in Mexico, as 
well as in the Schleswig-Holstein war, and Werner 
Ericsson, an engineer. ‘There are also a large 
family at Odners, children of Professor Odver and 
Ericsson’s sister, Caroline. ‘Transferred to the 
barge, the coffin was placed in a pavilion and car- 
ried to the shore, followed by a procession of boats, 
minute guns being fired by the Baltimore and the 
forts in the harbor during the ceremony, and flags 
being half masted. At the landing the Governor 
of stockholm formally received the body, bells 
tolled, and the troops presented arms. A simple 
serviceof singing and the recital of a poem came 
next, and then the funeral curtege proceeded to the 
railroad, where the coffin was placed on a railroad 
train and carried to Filipstad, capital of Erissson’s 
native province of Wermland, the site of the 
university from which his father, Olof, was grad- 
uated. Atall points along therailroad there were 
demonstrations of grief and respect. After a brief 
funeral] service ina church at Filipstad, what was 
mortal of Jobn Ericsson was deposited iu a chapel 
expressly prepared for its reception in the finest 
cemetery in Sweden. All honors were accorded to 
the officers of the Baltimore. They dined with the 
King at Drotingholm ; they were feted by the mu- 
nicipality of Stockholm, and when they attended 
the opera the audience rose en masse as they en- 
tered the house. Representative Connell, of Ne- 
braska, Sept. 16, introduced in the House of Rep- 
resentatives a bill for the erection of a statue or 
monument in the city of Washington to the mem- 
ory of Jobn Ericsson at a cost of $50,000. 











Tue New York Sun says: “The lack of a good 
title to the land needed to render available our 
treaty rigbts in Pago-Pago Bay was the weak point 
in the position of the OUnited States during the 
Samoan controversy and the protracted negoti- 
ations that ended with Mr. Phelps’s treaty. The 
defect bas been remedied by Consul-General Sew- 
all’s promptness and good judgment. Our ships of 
war will hereafter be as much at home in Pago- 
Pago Bay asin Wallabout Bay or Hampton Roads. 
Whatever bappens ip Samoa, no naval power is 
likely to dispute our occupancy of the best barbor 
in the South Pacific. This is really the one import- 
ant thing that the United States had to gain or lose 
inSamoa. That gained, the actual workings of the 
treaty are a matter of comparatively small conse- 
quence, so long as Germany Keeps her bands off the 
islands, The foothold in Pago-Pago Bay is a sub- 


stantial advantage, gained independently of the 
Berlin treaty; and its value to the nation will be- 
come more and more apparent as the crowding 
events of the near future link our reviving com- 
merce closer to the great Australasian islands. 

Without detracting anything from the credit due to 
Mr. Sewall, it is only just to say that it is to Captain 
R. W. Meade, U. 8S. N., that we are primarily in- 
debted for the possession of this fine harbor in the 
Pacific. 


Ir is estimated that about 3Q0 enlisted men of the 
Army will become eligible for retirement at once un- 
der the provisions of the bill passed by the Senate this 
week, and is now in conference, allowing war ser- 
vice to be counted as double time in vomputing the 
30 years necessary for retirement. This estimate, 
however, depends largely upon what construction 
is placed upon the words “service with the Army in 
the field.”” This number would be materially re- 
duced should it be decided that men serving as 
clerks at headquarters, on recruiting duty, etc., are 
not entitled. The amendment made by the Senate, 
which is the subject for the Conference Committee 
to consider, allows war service in the Navy as well 
as the Army and Marine Corps to be counted. With 
this amendment the text of the bill is as follows: 


Tbat when an enlisted man has served as such 30 years in 
the United Stares Army or Marine Corps, either as private 
or non-commissioned officer, or both, he shal! by application 
to the President, be placed on the retired list hereby 
created, with the rank heid by him at the date of retire. 
ment, aud be shall receive thereafter 75 per cent. of the pay 
an? allowances of the rank upon which be was retired: Pro- 
vided, That if said enlisted man bad war service with the 
Aroy in the field, or in the Navy or Marine Corps in active 
service, either as a Volunteer or Regular; during the War of 
the Rebellion, such war service shall be computed as double 
time oo eoegenas the 30 years necessary to entitie him to 

retired. 














A WRITER, discussing “‘How the Political and Mil- 
itary Power of England 1s affected by the Suez 
Canal,” says: “Ono both sbores of the Red Sea and 
inland the fact is hourly visible that England is no 
longer the sole great power, and the reason for the 
fact is that other powerful nations now move side 
by side with her in the orient seas borne thither on 
the waters of the Suez Canal.” Not, says he, that 
Eogiand bus lost, but that others have gained a 
share of what she possessed. Her stock, so to speak, 
though still at a bigh premium, is quoted at a lower 
figure inthe Power Exchange than it was thirty 
years ago.

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FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—FIRST SESSION. 


There has been quite an advance in military 
legislation during the present week. The Navy too 
received a slight share of attention, but the Army 
has been especially well favored, thanks to the 
House Military Committee, and particularly ,its 
popular chairman, General Cutcheon, who has been 
indefatigablein his efforts for some months past to 
secure an evening session for the consideration of 
measures acted upon by his committee. Having al- 
already received Jiberal treatment at the hands 
of the House, compared with what other com- 
mittees have obtained, Gen. Cutcheon had some 
misgivings about getting any further time for his 
committee, but through persistent efforts, good 
judgment as to the time to make the request, and 


bis personal popularity with members of both par- 
ties, an evening, Sept. 17, was finally allowed for 
this purpose. Not over 50 members responded to 
the call for tbis special session; they were all in 
good humor, so that Gen. Cutcheon found few ob- 
stacles in the way of carrying out the programme 
adopted earlier in the day by the Military Com- 
mittee. The programme conteniplated first, the 
passage of such Senate bills as seemed most likely to 
be free from objection; second, the passage of the 
more important House bills that do not carry large 
appropriations and are likely to go through, and 
third, the passage of private relief bills. It was sur- 
prising as well as gratifying to see how promptly 
each bill was passed as called up. All that was re- 
quired was ihe reading of a bill, and a brief explana- 
tion by Chairman Cutcheon of its purpose to secure 
its passage, and in this way the calendar was prett 
well cleared of the measures reported from the Mil- 
itary Committee. The first two measures called up 
were Serate bills granting right of way for railroad 
purposes through Fort Lewis, Colo., and St. Augus- 
tine, Fla. These were promptly passed as was 
also Senate resolution No. 6, granting permission to 
officers and enlisted men of the Army and + ol | of 
the United States to wear. the badges adopted by 
nmoilitary societies of men whoserved in the War 
of the Revolution, the War of 1812, the Mexican 
War, and the War of the Rebellion. 

The next and most important bill of the evening 
called up and passed was 8. 3716, providing for 
lineal promotion and examination before promo- 
tion. This measure evoked some little opposition 
at first from those who feared that the volunteer 
would suffer under its provisions, but upon a sug- 
gestion from Gen. Cutcheon that an amendment be 
made to exempt any one who served in the late war 
from the provision calling for retirement in case of 
. failure to pass the examination, and a statement 
from him showing how anxious the War Depart 
ment authorities were to bave the bill acted upon 
at this session, the amendment indicated was 
adopted, and the bill passed without a single vote 
in opposition to it. 

Another important bill that was successfully en- 
gineered through without a word of opposition was 
Senate 1454, for the transfer of the Weather Service 
and reorganization of the Signal Corps. The House 
bill reported by both the Military Committee and 
Agricultural Committee was adopted as a substi- 
tute for the Senate bill, so that a Conference Com- 
mittee will probably be necessary to settle the dif- 
ferences between the two Houses, though the two 
measures do not differ materially. ‘The bill passed 
requires that the change take effect July 1, 1891.

The Senate Military Committee has acted favor- 
ably on the nominations of the West Point cadets 
aud confirmation may be looked for before the end 
of this week. It will be fully a week, however, be- 
fore they can receive their commissions, so there 
will be time left for these young officers to join their 
stations, unless they are granted a little delay be- 
yond the three months’ leave allowed them, which 
expires Oct. 1. 

The General Deficiency bill, the last of the appro- 
priation bills, is still before the House Committee on 
Appropriations awaiting action on the Senate 
amendments. 

The bill passed by the Senate this week, and which 
now goes to the President for signature, in relation 
to a code of punishments for military offences reads 
as follows: 

That whenever by any of the Articles of War for the Gove" 
ernment of the Army the punishment on conviction of any 
military offence is left to the discretion of the Court-mar- 
tial the punishment therefor shall not, in time of peace, 
in excess of a limit which the President may prescribe. 

Ata meeting of the House Naval Committee on 
a favorable reports were adopted on the Sen- 
ate bill for relief of sufferers by the wreck of the 
Tallapoosa, and on House bills to give officers who 
serve us chief of bureau rank and pay of commodore 
when retired, and for relief of Lieut.

COMFORT FOR THE MARINES. 


THERE are brighter prospects in view for the 
marine. He is not only to have better sleeping ac- 
commodations, better foot gear and other improve- 
ments in his uniform, as previously stated, but his 
ration, the bone of contention for many years, is to 
be improved and increased. The Secretary of the 
Navy has issued an order directing that the regular 
navy ration shall be issued to marines hereafter as 
provided by Sec. 1615 0f the Revised Statutes. As 
the value of the Army ration is but 25 cents, while 
the Navy ration 1s 30 cents, the difference to the 
men is considerable. Although this provision has 
been in the law since 1798, it has been overlooked, 
and for many years past the Government has vir- 
tually withheld five cents per dayfrom each non- 
commissioned officer, private and musician in the 
Marine Corps. Attention was directed to this law 
by the case of a marine stationed at the Boston 

avy-yard, who complained that he did not get 
sufficient food. Capt. Selfridge, the commandant of 
the yard, appointed a board to investigate the mat- 
ter, and in their report attention was called to the 
long-neglected law. 

The Secretary is now considering a question pre- 
sented by Maj. Lowry, as to whether or not the bal- 
ance of the fund from last year’s contract for ra- 
tions can be used toward supplying the additional 
portion of the ration, principally vegetables, which 
will be admissible under the change just authorized 
by the Secretary. Unless this 1s decided in the affir- 
mative, and it is feared it cannot be, it will proba- 
bly be another year before the marines will realize 
the full bevefit of the Navy rations. The Secretary 
has directed that in making up theannual estimates 
the amount necessary to provide the Navy ration in 
lieu of the Army ration be included.

THE TWENTY-SECOND REGIMENT TROUBLES. 


THE dissensions in the 22d Regiment, N. Y., have 
received a fresh impetus by the signing and for- 
warding by six captains of the regiment of papers 
charging Col. Camp with retaining for several 
months from the regimental treasury $1,350, re- 
ceived from the sale of old uniforms. Those who 
sigued the charges were Capts. Wm. E. Preece, Co. 
A; Wm. J. Maidhof, Co. B; Nathaniel B. Thurston, 
Co. E; George F. Demarest, Co. G; Jas. W. Finch, 
Co. H, and George E. B. Hart, Co. K. e 

Col. Camp has forwarded an able and dignified 
reply to the Governor denying the charges. The 
letter of transmittal of Col. Camp is accompanied 
by certified copies of all the correspondence, let- 
ters, receipts, checks, and communications having a 
bearing upon or relating to the charges. ‘“ These 
charges,’”’ it is explained, *‘ both relate to an alleged 
receipt by Col. Camp, as long ago as Dec. 17, 1888, of 
the sum of $2,850 from W. 8S. Kirk, and the idea in- 
tended to be conveyed—contrary to the fact—is that 
— sum has never been by Col. Camp accounted 
or.”’ 

1n looking over the liabilities of the Board of Offi- 
cere, who, it is claimed, are not an association of re- 
sponsibiiity, it is found that of those who prefer 
these charges Capt. Preece is reported as indebted 
to the Board for annual dues, ete.. in the sum of 
$52.50; Capt. Finch, $52.50; Capt. Thurston, $45; Capt. 
Maidhof, 337.50; Capt. Hart, $30; Capt. Demarest, 
$7.50, this latter officer having been three years in 
arrears uatil the last few months. 
ln concluding his letter of transmittal, Col. Camp, 
among other things, says: 


In forwarding the accompanying charges against myself, 
preferred by certain captains of my regimeat “in their col- 
lective capacity,” I desire to invite attention to this proce- 
dure as unexampleu, probably, in the military history of 
any well-organized service. [t is the apparent result of 
“ deliberation and discussion * of the conduct of their com- 
manding officer in military affairs and a conspiring to give 
weight to their alleged complaint by joint and combined 
action. The alleged transaction is not an immediate one. 
Months have been allowed to elapse before bringing it to 
official notice, thus adding to the gravity of this conspiracy, 
if I may be allowed so to term it. AsTam the party con- 
cerned, I bave not as yet taken notice of these extraordi- 
nary breaches of military decorum, so prejudicial to good 
order and military discipline. It is incumbent, bowever, 
that such action shall be taken as will forever in future 
prevent such collective action by officers aguinst either a 
superior or aninferior. Tne regulations point out a certain 
method for preferring charges; but such method does not 
warrant any combination or conspiracy in doingso. In my 
capacity as regimental commander it has been my duty on 
several occasions to call to account, in an official way, the 
officers who have preferred these charges, for breaches of 
discipline. Whether such action by me has induced the ex- 
traordinary course taken by them or not I do not know. 


It looks very much as if there was a combination 
against the colonel and his administration, and if 
such proves to be the fact itis hoped the officers a 
party to it will be summarily dealt with and speed- 
ily shorn of their commissions. [f there was ever 
any need for the enforcement of proper discipline 
it is among certain officers of this regiment, whose 
actions have beena disgrace to any service, and who 
should be tolerated no longer. The taxpayers of 
New York do not pay their money to support mal- 
contents, who unfortunately happen to be officers, 
several of whom are credited with having “a big 
official pull.” They present a sorry example of dis- 
cipline and gentlemanly bebavior. It is hoped 
the end of these scandals has been reached 
and that the Governor will see that justice 
13 done and discipline maintained in the State 
force. Colonel Camp, who bas a long and hon- 
orable career ip the National Guard, joined the 
force in 1861, and served in the field. On September 
16 he took a decided step by placiug the six officers 
who preferred charges in arrest for conspiracy. 
Major Asa Bird Gardiner has been engaged as coun- 
sel by Colonel Camp, who proposes to fight to a 
finish—even if he has to go to the highest court in 
the land. 





TEXAS STATE CAMP. 


ApJtT.-Gen. W. H. KING, of Texas, has issued a General 
Order, in which the com mander-in-chiet ex presses his thanks 
to the officers and enlisted men of the Texas Vol. Guard, 
who, by their presence and efforts at the Camp of Instruc- 
tion, in San Antoniv, from July 7 to 12 of the present year, 
aided in making a success of the first State encampment 
ever beld in Texas; also, to Brig.-Gen. D. 8S. Stanley, com- 
manding Dept. of Texas, and to the Regular Army officers 
and men under his command, who rendered such valuable 
assistance aud furnished such able instructions. Col. King 
also announces that the various excuses offered by the com- 
panies of the Volunteer Guard for failing to attend the en- 
campment, and by individual officers, are not thoroughly 
satisfactory in but few cases to the commander-in chief; 
and in the case of the San Antonio Rifles, the reasons 
offered are deemed so incomplete, s0 wanting in force, and
